Freshman Hazing would have 
been worth-while if hit had brought 
about these results. Unfortunately, 
it did not. The Class of 1968 was 
not joined together by the wearing 
of suits., After two days of class¬ 
es, many Freshmen disregarded 
tile rules for dress and went un¬ 
punished. This was the first year 
these rules regarding clothing were 
tried, and I hope the last, * The 
capture of the Sophomore Class 
President did more for class unity 
than all the white shirts worn dur¬ 
ing Freshman Customs Week. 

I heard that the kidnapping was 
not going to be allowed this year 
and was shocked to see a Dean not 
only present at the abduction but 
directing it. He told the crowd to 
go into the parking lot and picked 
the time when the interclass strug¬ 
gle should end. 

The attempt at teaching the 
contents of the Freshman Hand¬ 
book through hazing was a com¬ 
plete failure.
